Reing sea-sick is one of the most 
miserable things in ilfe.  [t is due 
tu unnecustomed stimuli affecting 
the balancing mechanisms of the 
Lody--whether it be through the 
eyes, — through the: special 
balancing organ insi_e the ear, or 
hy way of the supporting. folds 
that keep the abdominal organs in 
position. 

Similar effects may be produced 
by spinning round rapidly on your 
feet, by movements of a “swing,” 
and in a “lift? just as it is starting 
or stopping. 

Rut one of the chief troubles of 
seasickness is that it may be so 
long continued, and if the sufferer 
cannot eat the starvation still 
further increases the tendency to 
vomit.

TO-DAY’S RECIPES. 


Easily-Made Cakes. 


Raisin Ring is an ‘old-fashioned 
recipe which will muke a welcome 
change from the ordinnry scone or 
tea-cake. 


Raisin Ring. 


Y, tb. butter, 1 oz. sugar, 2 eggs, 
a ‘little: milk, 44 1b. flour, 1 tea- 
spoonful baking powder, % Ib. 
seedless raisins, 2 ozs, candied 
peel, chopped almonds. 

Bent the butter to a light cream, 
and add the sugar. Whip up the 
eggs until very light, save some 
to brush over the top of the cake, 
and add a little milk. Then’ add 
the egg and flour alternately to 
the creamed butter, forming a 
stiMsh dough, and stir in the 
raisins and finely shred peel. 
Shape into-a ring on the greased 
baking sheet, brush over with exe, 
and sprinkle with chopped 
almonds. Bake about half an 
hour in a sharp oven, 

The following is 1 recipe for 
dainty little cakes which are 
seldom seen on the madern table: 


Sly Cakes. 


¥ packet raisins, 1 teacupful 
water, 1 teaspoonful cornflour, 
2 ozs. currants, 1 dessertspoonful 
sugar, 1 dessertspoonful lemon 
juice, ¥% teaspoonful mixed spice, 
finky pastry. 

Chop the raisins a little, put 
them inte o saucepan with .most 
of the water, and stew them slowly 
until the water is almost absorbed. 
Then add the cornflour. mixed 
with the remainder of the water, 
and stir until thick. Add the 
currents, sugar, lemon juice, and 
spice, and leave the mixture to 
cool, . . 

Roll out some flaky pastry, very 
thinly, .sprinklings it with fine 
sugar. Linea flat baking tin witn 
this, and cover with another piece 
of pastry. * Mark across in fingers 
with the back of a knife, brush 
over with benten e+, and bake in 
a good oven. until thoroughly 
cooked and an golden brown.

thorities, As If this cock-and-bull 
story were not cnough, Mr. Wang 
falls back an the-excuse that Thor- 
burn, when ‘he left for an unknown 
destination, had not taken the pre- 
enution to obtain a passport, and 
the responsible authoritics were 
thus unable ta. notify beforehand 
the local authorities through whose 
territory he might be passing, in 
arder to secure him protection. 
Thus the * Nanking Government 
seoks to wash its hands of all res- 
ponsibility in the matter. The nb- 
‘surdity of these arguments is too 
obvious to need stressing. Then 
we have n story to the effect that 
the representative of the Forcigr 
Office. who went with-a War Office 
ofictal to investigate Thorburn’a 
disappearance has since: died, with 
the result, that any further evid- 
ence by the only Chinese civil of- 
ficlal who has investigated the case 
is no longer available. In - this 
manner docs Nanking. seck to 
bamboozle Britain. We shall be 
surprised if Sir Miles Lampson 
tnkes the slightest notice of these 
ridiculous pleas, which are an in- 
ult not merely to Britain but to 
foreigners in general. . 

The point which the Nanking 
Government -appenrs ;to overlook Js 
that, passport or no passport, Thor- 
burn had a perfect’ right, as every 
foreigner in China ‘has, to expect 
adequate protection. To assure 
such protection. Is an elementary, 
duty which rests on overy ¢ivillaed 
State, But even if we take the 
Nanking atatoments at thelr face 
value, they aro a damaging admis- 
‘slon of: tho, ineptitude of the Chin:

The cars of the expedition were 
the firat automobiles ever to cross 
the entire republic of Mexico fronv 
north tu south, it [4 stated in Bust’s 
reporl. With the mileage just com- 
pleted to the south the total that 
now has been surveyed und nfapped 
as a practical route for the Inter- 
national Pacific Highway is 2,845 
miles from the United States bo 
der at Nogales to San Salvader.

U.S. Report-on Railway 
Accidents. 


‘DRIVERS TO BLAME. 


Tho latest report just filed by 
the rallronda with the Interstate 
Commerce Conuntssion brings out 
tho fact that 26 per cent, of the ac- 
cidents at highway grade crossinga 
in 1930 reaulted from drivera of 
motor vehicles ‘crashing Into the 
sides of trains. * 

Of the 43438 crossing acvidents in 
1930, the renort points ;out, 1276 
resulted from thia cause, with 248 
persons killed ‘and 1771 injured. 
This was o slight reduction from 
similar figures of 1929, and is quite 
encouraging from that angle alone.

SHEER SUBTERFUGE.

If the attitude 6f the Nanking 
Government on the Thorburn out- 
rage is correctly Interpreted in the 
messaye which came to hand from 
Shanghai yesterday, then it can 
only be, described as a crude piece 
of dipomatic side-stepping which 
culls for emphatic protest and ac- 
tion by Great Britaln, Seemingly, 
in spite of all the positive evidence 
that ‘Thorburn has becn seen alive, 
brutally tortured, in the hands of 
Chinese soldiery, the Nanking Gov. 
ernment. persista in professing ab- 
solute ignorance regarding” the 
young Briton’s movements, plead- 
ing that because he lived in a 
-foreign Concession, his existence 
wags unknown to the Chinese anu 
thoritles. As if this cock-and-bull 
story were not enough, Mr. Wang 
falls back an the excuse that Thor- 
Lurn, when he left for an unknown 
destination, hat not taken the pre- 
cautton to obtain a passport, and 
the responsible authorities were 
thus unable to ‘notify beforehand 
the Tocnl authorities through whose 
territory he might be passing,- in 
order to secure him - protection. 
Thus the Nanking Government 
seeks to.wash its hands of all rea- 
The ab- 
surdity of these aruments is too 
obvious to nocd: atressing. Then 
we have a story to the effeet that 
the representative of the Foreigr 
Office who went with a War Oftica 
oMetal to investigate Thorburn’a 
disnppearance has since died, with 
tha result that any further evid- 
ence by the only Chincso civil of+ 
ficial who has investigated the case 
‘fa.no  Jonger available. In this 
manner does Nanking seek to 
bamboozle Britain. We shall, be 
surprised {f Sir Mileq Lampson

of his: movements! That {is as- 
suredly a nice state of affairs for 
t Government which claims to have 
unified the country to admit. The 
fnot, of course, is that even if 
Thorburn did have a passport, he 
would not have escaped the fate 
which has Lefallen him, for the 
almple'reason that Nanking has not 
the power -to discharge the ele= 
mentary oblisntion’ to which we 
have referred. The passport argue 
ment is obviously mere after- 
thought, an attempt to Iny hold of 
any point, however irrelevant {t 
may be, in order to make out a cnse. 
It cannot, however, be seriously 
considered, and certainly cannot he 
aeeented in SUSNATRE of Nanking’a 
Hability. 

It would appear that Nanking 
has an impression that if it persists 
long enough in disclaiming all res- 
ponsibility in the matter, Britain 
will tire of securing any satisfne- 
tion and, in course of time, drop 
the whole fasue. We shill be vast- 
Jy mistaken, however, if that turns 
out to be the case, Suffleient in- 
dignation has been aroused both in 
Shanghai and in England to indic- 
nte a determination to get at the 
bottom of this matter, and to de- 
mand the punishment of the guilty. 
There must come a time when Bri- 
tain will not be satisfied with con- 


* | cocted stories devised with the one 


aim of deceiving both the British 
Minister and the British Govern- 
ment. Then it will be o ease of 
taking other mensures than those 
of mero verbal protest.’ As one of 
our Shanghai contemporarics — re~ 
marked the other day, patience and 
remonstrance have had 
thelr way ‘and have nchieved —no- 
thing; tho next step must be dif- 
ferent. Firm and vigorous action 
is called for; warninga enough have 
been given. It is now for Britain 
to show the Nanking’ Government 
that she is in deadly carnest and 
will no longer bo put off by pes 
and substerfusre, 


The Capone Case. 


It seems, perhaps, almost in- 
conceivable, but America hag not 
only discovered that Al Capone, 
‘Prince of Gangaters,-Caliph -of 
Crime, Regent of Racketeers, and 
Raron Beotlegger, has been con- 
spiring: to defeat the prohibition 
Jaws, but has decided to.send him 
to the penitentiary, though therg 
is ou surprising delay in pat 
iny sentence. The charye had 
nothing to do with bootleyy- 
ing. Capone was convicted . of 
evading income tax, which miust 
be a particularly heinous offence 
in n State which hns just suffered 
a Budget deficit of £2,000,000. It 
is not suggested that Capone 
should have remedied this unfort+ 
unate position, Even Chicago 
might jib at hitting his pocket 
quite as hard as that. But they 
had no option but to convict him, 
for he calmly confessed to the 
crime. For this reason, if no other, 
the best known man in Chicago 
Rociety will find his way to ‘gaol. 
What a commentary on American 
police methods, however. Al 
Capone is famous tho world over. 
He fa known to have amagsed mil- 
lions from all sorts of iNegal cn- 
terprises—aome of chem iuvolving 
startling murders. Yot the only 
thing he 15 caught out on {3 the 
evasion of tax, and, once, contempt 
of court, Ag the Christian. Science

Tho maze.of dark 
corridors, odd corners and dead 
enda bewllder even the jinitinted. 
High officiats alt in what were once 
the cellars.

Referring to the Labour Party, 
Cardinal Bourne sald:

] suppose there are some who say 
that they are Socialists in’ the 
technical sense—a thing which no 
true Catholic can be. 

“Phusa here, too, a Catholic is 
obliged to walk warily, and, while 
accepting in a general sense the 
policy of the party to which he. be- 
longs, must carefully guard him- 
aolf ayninst any theory or action 
which contradicts the tenching of 
the Church, or which is contrary to 
the dictates of his own conscience. 

“He must not hesitate to assert 
the rights of his conscience frankly 
and courageously.

blood tests. 

The Inte Mr. Mackenzie spent 
many years in Russia and the. Far 
Enat. He was War Corresponden’ 
with the Daily Mail during the 
Russo-Japanese War, and after. 
He wna correspondent of the 
Chicago Daily Newa in Russia and 
Northern Europe from 1921 to 
1926, being chosen President of 
the Association «of Foreign 
Journalists in Russia in 1923, 

Ile the author of many 
books, uding. From Tokyo to 
Tiflis, The Unveiled East, The 
Tragedy of Korea, Through the 
Hindenburg Line, Russia 
Dawn, and the Russian
